Washington, Aug. 18.—Upon former
Judge Advocate Genernl Samuel T
Ansell is placed major responsibility
for the escape of Grover Cleveland
Bergdoll, Philadelphia draft evader, by
the majority of the sclect House com-
mittee which investigated his escape.

This was disclosed today when the
rommittec submitted twno reports to
Congress, ending four months of in-
vestigation and hearings, during which

more than a score of witnesses testified.
The contents of the minority report were
printed previously.

The MWeeting of the eommittee had
been delayed sinee Saturday, pending
the return of the chairman, John A.
Peters, of Maine, who had lLeen absent
from Washington sinee be found bis
raport uneatisfuetory to the majority
more than two weeks ago.

Chief interest lies in the majority re-
port, writt:n by Hepresentative HEen
Johnson, of Kentueks, aml signed by
himeolf, Representative Hall Fload, of
Virginin, and Representative Csear 13
Lubring. of Indiana. The minerity re-
lort was signed by the chaleman and
tepresentative Clinton N, MeArthur,
of Oregon, and is considered less sovere
than the Johnson report, which was
glven in eonfidence to the newspapers
reveral days ago, but was not officially
released wntil 11:11 o'clock thizs morn-
ing. daylight saving time.

“*I have known Mr. Burns personally
for thirty yenrs and have watched him
develop in his specialty.” Mr. Daugh-
erty said. “"He s familinr with all
of the departments of the Government,
is an intelligent and courageous man
and at this time especially is considered
to be as high closs a man as could be
secured to assume the important duties
aseigned him. The bureau will be reor-
ganized as expeditiously as possible and
brought to the highest point of cffi-

cieney.
“Mr. DBurne has severed his con-
nection with the Burns Detective

Ageney and will come to Washington
and devote hig entire time to the serv-
iee. It is the polier of thix depart-
ment, well understood by Mr. Burns
and highly recommended by him, that
the Department of Justice establigh the
moet cardin]| relations with police offi-
elals and law enforcement officers
throughout the entire country, and, in
fact, throughout the entire world, to
the end that there may be co-operation
and that life, property and the rights
of the people may be preserved and
protected,

‘‘No partiality will be shown in eo-
operating with police or other law en-
forcement officers, public or private,
but the best plan that ean be conceived
will be adopted and carried out to eee
that the law is enforeed and the best
order possible prevail throughout the
country as far as the Government and
